* Ag Perlicles was chicf of the adverſe part, and Duke Ofimzus 
. of the Perſians, ſo they two began the encounter,  bzeaking'df 
their ſtaves with excerding great valour ; but Ofimus intending 
to win the chiefeft Bonour, fo} that he was the beit 
Knight in Perſia, had pꝛovided Staves of tongh wend, which 
would not ſtart with an eaſie encounter,” one of which he tak 
and ran the fourthtime at Perficles;, who unp2opivedfoz ſuch an 
unexpected aſſault, was overturned, and his Steed tumbling, fell 
upon him; that with the fall, foz a time, he remained without 
ſenſe. The Emperour of Perſia.and the reſt, being much a> 
fraidthat he was ſlain, came running from the Scaffold totake

Bꝛother to Piera, and molt of all lamented his miſhap. 
pPerſicles finding himſelf ſomewhat recovered, at the fixſto- 
pening of his eyes, fired then on Conſtantia, which by reaſon 
de vs not fully revived, tov ſtill fired upon the firlf objec; as 
it were with affectionate earneſtneſs, which cauſed an extæ ding 
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ſelf, and lee the reſt of the Turnament, faz A have no harm: 
with that he ſtarted upon his Feet, and fetching a deep ſigh, 
departed: they were all much glad at his ſafety, and ſo leaving 
him to be attended by two Knights, they departed to the @caf- 
folds, and again twk their. plates to behold the ref of the Tur⸗ 
nanient, . a 
per ſicles was ext dingiy vered, that he had received ſuch a 
diſgrace, and in the pꝛeſence of ſuch an Honourable Aſewbly ; 
molt of all, fo2 that he underſtood Olimus's intent; and pzefently 
buckling on one of his Kinghts Armour, mounting himſelf;en- 
tred the Lift again; by which time the Tilt was almoſt ended, 
and the Perſian Knight re away the pꝛiſe: But Perficles 
then unknown, ſtod ready at the Races end fo2 the nextEncoun- 
ter, againtt whom the Perſian Knight ran, but ſo far ta his diſ⸗ 
grace, that he tumbled with his heels upwards ; with that e- 
very one began to wonder who it ſhould be, and the people gave 
an exceeding ſhout : then another Perſian met with him, whoſe 
Foztune was much like the ſoꝛmer: fo2 his Steed tumbling 
withthe fo2ce of the Encounter, they both fell down. A Kmght 
of Pcriia, who that dap had won great Honour by his valour.ſee- 
| ing that, would needs be the next to meet him, thinking to xe- 
venge his Country-mens diſgrace ; but at the firſt Kace, they 
4 toiftd not per foꝛm it, fo2 they paſſed by without any other ods, 
ä but bꝛeaking their Staves moſt Gallantly, and running again, 
the Perſians Foztune was ſo bad, that he was overthzown. By 
this time the day was ended, and the Judges feady to depart, 
buf Oſimus entreated that he might bꝛeak one Staff with the 
Stranger, which they granted. Perſicles well knew him, re⸗ 
fotutely determining to give 92 fake the foyl : both of them met

me, noꝛ I denp to ſhew my Birth, being Daughter fo the Empec- - 
ro2 of Perſia, but fo2 many years bzonght up in Arabia. Pardon 
my doldneſs (quoth Perſicles) fqz J would not offend you; nei⸗ 
ther do J think you a ſhadow, dit a perfect ſubſtance, and not to 
reſenible any but your ſelf; fo2 there can be no beauty that excels 
yours, which mine eyes hefo2e this time have beheld: o2 elſe na⸗ 
ture it ſelf hath impꝛinted in y Peart, an eſſential inſtinct ot 
Devotion thereto, which perſwades me to this boldneſs; there⸗ 
loꝛe A humbly deſire yon not to miſconceive me, noꝛ eſteem me ot 
ſo rude a diſpoſition, as to ſpeak otherwiſe than my Peart thinks, 
and to account of me as one that earneſtip deſires to be better ac- 
quainted with you, and will endea vour to make amends fo2 my 
offence given, offering my ſelf, and all that is mine ko be at 
pour diſpolition, which ſaid, he left off furfher ſpeech, fo2 he 
ſaw others attend to hear what he laid. 

At night Conſtantia being in hex pꝛivate Chamber, called to 
remembꝛance Per ſſeles ſpeeches, mar velling why he ſhould ſay 
that he had ſeen her befoze, which ſhe knew could not be; but re⸗ 
membꝛing how rarneffly he beheld der that dar, when he was 
fearce received from his trance;the thought that mighe bꝛeed ſuch 
a perſwaſton in him, which was ſo indeed; withal;the called to

the woꝛſt, humbling her ſelf upon her knees, ſh;” made this an- 
ſwer. Py reverendduty to vou, moſt loving Father, perſwadeth 
my conſent to fulfil pour command, though my love binds me to 
the contrary, that J ſtand perplercd between two extreams; the 
one. fearing to offend you, the other to pꝛocure my everlaſting 
diſcontent ; fo2 in refuſing to do acco2ding fo your will, J ſhall 
incurr pour indignation, and in perfozming the ſame, my ever- 
laſting ſozrow,foz as vet, my heart could never pield to love that 
wozthy P2ince, who is far fo wozthy fo be matcht with me;

| ſo carefully bꝛought you up, and tenderly regarded you fo2 this: | 
th never come in my ſight, ſoꝛ J will not eſteem thee as A 
a Child, but as a Baſtard; and withal, J vow, that if thou doſt « © 
not yield to marry him, uſe him kind, and apply thy de votions 4 
to his liking, J will uſe thee in ſuch ſozt, that all Perſia ſhall la⸗ 
ment thy caſe. Having given her this bitter repꝛof, he depart⸗ 
ed, lea vi weeping the fountain of her eyes dꝛy, w2inging 
, her hands, and like one in a dead Trance overcome with grief, 
caſt upon the Earth. The firſt that entred the rom was Helion, 
who ſeeing her in that agony, tek her by the hand to have raiſed 
her from the ground ; but ſhe refuſing his help, uttered theſe 
ſpeeches. Until this time J al ways eſteemed honourably of you, 
but now my good opinion is altered, fo2 that you ſeek only my

moꝛe they entreated him, the moꝛe contrarious he was, and 
therefoze appointet the day fo2 the Parriage to be within two 
months, and deſiring the King of Arabia's Conſent, be ſent 
Ambaſſadoꝛs to that effec. 
piera heating this, pꝛeſently ſent. Pellengeos into Aſſyria, 
to cerfifie Perſicles.of all that had happened; and withal Mit a 
Lefter which contained the whole ſum. of Coaſtantia s Conſent 
to his Love; who withal diligence haſtened until they arrived ö 
there, being pꝛeſentiy conducted into his pzeſence : After he had 
molt kindly emb2aced them, he demanded how Piera did, and 
what PeTage they had bzought from her : Whereupon they deli⸗ 
veredthe Letters they had bꝛought; which when he had read, he 
commanded the Knights to give the Pellengers honourable en- 
tertainment; and departed to his Tent: one way ſo much com- | 
fozted, and another way ſo deeply troubled, that he ſat down | 
in a ſtudy, not knowing what to reſolve upon.

that weighty buſineſs, and ſuch as concgrns my everlaſp \ 
fare, mult fo2 a ſeaſon withdzaw me: Andfo: that I — 
aſſured of your Loyalty, J will aſe no Exhoztation to f.. 
you thereto, but oꝛder the ſame in this ſoꝛt: Thrur eus recun- 
bling me much. both in pꝛopoꝛtion and countenance, ſhall in my ab⸗ 
ſence take my rom ; whom the people will aſluredlp take to be 
my ſelt, and ſo govern them with moze eaſe; and you Parenus, 
by your wiſdom oꝛder all things accozding thereto. Thus vou 
know my mind, which doubt not but you will accompliſh in eve⸗ 
ryreſpeg accozding to my deſire. They firſt entreatedhim not to 
depart, but when they ſaw nothing could pꝛevail, they ſwoze they 
would faithfully-exccute what he had given them in charge; and 
likewiſe told them, that he would depart within thze& days, which 
he deferredſo long, · by reaſon the ſecond day the Armenians and 
Aſſyrians ſhonld met ; habing ended his conference with them, 
he returned to the Pefſengers that came from Perſia, ſending 
Letters to Piera, which gave her knowledge that he would be 
there ſuddenly, a | 
The pꝛeſixed day fa2 the battel was now come, and both Ar⸗ 
mies met, betwirt whom there was a terrible fight, - and many 
thouſands on both ſides lain: The Armenians gredy of their 
Enemies overthꝛow, follnwed them ſo eagerly, that they began. 
to ſound a Retreat: Perſiclesſeing that, left the place of bis 
Government, and with his Lance ready touched, met an Arme- 
nian Duke ſa full, that he pierced the ſame quite thꝛough his bo- 
dy, then dꝛawing his Swozd, with the ſome he lew the next, and 
- after him, wounded others ; that within. a while he made ſuch 
laughter amongſt them, that they avoived the place of his ſight, 
and thought themſelves beſt that were furtheſt off him. Thus 
valozonly did he purſue them, till he was unawares in the midſt 
of their Army, which advantage the King of Armenia eſpyed, 
and thinking his life within his power ran at him with aA ance, 
pointed with ſteel, but it miſt him; and Pcrbceles ſæing him, met 
fo full with the pummel of his Swoꝛd againſt his beeaſt, that han 
not his Dws2d yielded, he had bꝛoke his back ; with that the Ar- 
menians aſſailed him round about with ſuch unequal odds, be- 
ing a multitude to one, that ſometimes they were thꝛuſt ſo near 
upon 
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upon him in the thꝛong that they ſwayed him up and down, thoſe 
en him dyedby his ſwoꝛd, their dead bodies falling 
. Ls . his Steeds legs, which made him lay about with 
by fits rx, that he ſon made them give way. In the mean time, 
* whilſt the moſt part ol the battel were bent to deſtroy him, the 
Aſſyrians had made ſuch a laughter amongſt the out⸗ wings of 
the Army, that moſt of them were ſlain, and the reſt fled, 1 hru- 
reus fearing Perſicles s harm, fo2 that he miſſed him, with his 
followers, ſoon found him cut, and by that means reſcued him 
frem the multitude, who had unhoꝛſed him, being conſt rained to 
fight on foot, being ſcarce able to withold himſelf from ſtumbling 
o ꝛe the dead Carcaſſes of thoſe whom he had ſlain. I brurcus ſoon 
got him remounted, and then both of them purſued their enemies 
ſo fiercely, that they began to fly ; and had not the day then end 
ed, they had all been deſtroyed, whichcauſed Perſicles to ſcund a 
eat, and betake him to his Tent, having that day done ſuch 
deeds at arms, as made both his own @ubjeas, and the Arme- 
nians admire him. 

Carly the next moꝛning woꝛd was b2opght him, that his ene⸗ 
mies were all fled,and not any of them to be found in the Camp, 
having left all their riches behind them; which muchrsjopced 
Perſicles to hear, fo2 that they ſhould be no hind2ance to his jour- 
ney, and commanded his Souldiers to take the ſpoil, and bury 
the Dead; and becauſe he had received never amoztal wound, he 
determined the next day «to depart, which he acquainted Pareneus 
and 1 hrureus withal, requeſting them not to diſcover his ab- 
2 ſence till his return.

The Shepherdeſs noting them well, thought them other than 
their habit declared, with whom his kind wo2ds ſo much p2evailed, 
that ſhe defiredthem to come in, telling them that all her houfe 
reſted at their diſpoſition, ſo they both entred, and willingly fat 
down to reſt themſelves ; but Perſicles asking the Eld Woman 
what meat ſhe had?

Selia he would. marry her, and withal, made her Parents ac- 
quainted therewith, who willingly gave their conſents thereto : 
and by this means he inzoyed her company at all times, accoꝛd⸗ 
ing fo his deſire, | "vial 

In this ſoꝛt did he viſit her many vays, doting erceedingly an 
his Cauntry Selia, thinking noLady in the Court comparable 
unto her, and alſo diſſembling exceeding *grief foz Conftantia, 
that the Emperoꝛ highly commended his conſtancy, eſteeming 
him the moze fo2 not altering his mind. Mithin few days 
news was bꝛought tothe Perſian Court, that the King of Ara- 
bia was very ſick, which cauſed Helion to deſire the Emperoꝛ of 
Perlia's conſent to his departure, which he granted, having firſt 
received his faithful Dath to marry Conſtantia, which be ſwo2e 
to perfozm at his return. 

Moſt of the Knights that went in the ſearch of Conſtantia, 
are returned, not one of them b2ifiging news of her, which put 
the Emperoz into ſuch a rage, that he ſeemed quite bereft of ſenſe, 
cauling them to make moze open enquiry, and to pꝛomiſe great 
rewards fo thoſe that could fell any tydings of her.

At my coming into Aſſyria,J paſt many miles befo2e J found 

Aſſyrian to converſe withal : Foz the Towns and Uillages, 
which befoze were compleat with ſtoze of Inhabitants, were now 
conſumed with fire, and not a- houſe ſtanding alone, but was 
ſpoiled, and the people from their dwellings fled away, which 
cauſed me to make the moze haſte, hoping that all was not de⸗ 
ſtroyed ; and coming moze near the Court, in my way,J found 
the bodies of the Aſſyrians lying dead, and ſtrewed upon the earth,

come, but A eſpyed an Aſſyrian grievouſly wounded, to whom 
I dzew nigh, and ſon knew him to be Parenus, and diſcovering 
my felf to him, deliredhim to tell me what reaſon had b:ought 
him to that dangerous eſtate ; with that he knowing me, ſaid, 
Piſor, ſuch miſery is befallen to us Aſſyrians, that we ſhall be 
a repznach and ſcandal to all the Wozld, which J would repeat, 
but befoze J can make an end, death will ſtop my ſperch; there- 
foze tell me how my Lady Piera fareth. 

Noble Duke, (ſaid J) ſhe is in god health, and in great pꝛo⸗ 
ſperity ; I rejoyce thereat (quoth he) though J have otherwiſe 
everlaſting cauſe to fozrow:; Fo2 our Sovereign Lo2d the King, 
after he had put the Armenians to flight, was very deſirous upon 
ſome occaſion (as pet unknown) to leave the Court, in hisab- 
ſence committing the Government thereof to my unhappy ſelf, 
and the Noble Knight * which we perfozined with 
| great 
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great quiet, until Duke Oretus; one that was never true unto 
the State, hearing of the Kings departure, which we could by 
no means conceal, raifed a falſe repozt, that we had murthered 
the ing; which rumour moved the common people to fach dif: 
quiet, that they began t6 rebel; which he percofving, aiming 
thereby to win the Crown, gathered a great company of them to- 
cether ; with p2etence.of revenge againſt us; which when we 
heard of, with all ſpeed we could poſſibly, we muſtered up men 
foꝛ our defence ; but ſo eager were the multitudes to sur deſtru⸗ 
gion, together with Oretus z perfwaſions,” that befoze we were 
any way able to reſiſt chem, they ſet upon us, and ſhed a grrat 
deal of their own Cduntry- mens bled that fed in our defence, 
and conſtrained us to dꝛaw back our foꝛces within the City.

Arabia, intending there 
to make her his Bꝛide, and by misfoztune paſſed by the place 
where Conſtantia lay faſt alleep: Some of his followers ſon 
eſpyed her, and ſhewed her to Kelion : Selia uke miſe ſe ing her 

zeſently told He lion, that her apparel was either the fame which 
Conſtantia s Gentlewoman to from her in the Perſian Court, 
92 ſo like it, ſhe tould not tell one from the other. Helion rode to 
her, and awaked her; by her fozmer diſpoſition and her counte- 
nance, which was ſtul in his remembꝛante, he perfectly knew her, 
and the at the firſt ſight, knew him; which amazed her ſenſes 
with deadly fear. To whom he ſatd, My dear Conſtantia, what 
bath cauſed vou thus diſcourteouſly to rezect my love, and leave 
the Perſan Court to endure this hard foztune, ſo much diſagreæ 
ing to your Eſtate: pet at length J beſech you to accept of my 
love, and go with me into Arabia. 

Leave off pour diſſembling ſpeeches (quoth Conſtantia) and 
let me alone, foz J had rather all my life lie on this cold eaxth, 
than live at eaſe with you, With that ſhe would have lelt him, 
but he commanded his Servants by foꝛce to take her into the 
Coach, and to go along with him into Arabia, not letting any 
know what ſhe was, bat Selia. 

When Conſtantia ſaw that of fozce ſhe muſt needs go, ſhe ut⸗ 
tered ſuch complaints, and made ſuch ſozrowful exclamations, 
that thoſe that guarded her, thought the would have fallen mad; 
though they neither knew her, no2 her cauſe of ſoꝛrow; vet, 
in their hearts they pittyedher. 

TUhont we will leave fully poſleſt with the uttermoſt extremi⸗ 
ty of angui ſh, onwarvs towards Arabia, the place ſhe moſt of all

Py Lod (ſaid the Shepherd) I can aſſure yon, there voth no 
Mild⸗beaſt haunt this Wood, foz then could not. iny floc ks fecd 
in quiet, of which J have not loſt one Lamb by any caſualty ; 
but rather J think my Lady miſſing you all the day, is gone ſo 
far into the Mood, that ſhe cannot return, noꝛ pou find her, 
whom J do not doubt but to find in the moꝛning; neither is he 
dead, but Jbelieve hath taſted ſome of aur unjucky Fruit, called 
Pyloſs, that hath caſt hum into a dead ſleep; and alter that, he 
will be Frantick foz a ſpace: 
pexſicles was muchcomfazted with the Shepherds Speeches, 
yet notwithſtanding left him, and all that night wandered up 
and down the Mood fo find her, but he ſpent his labour in vain, 
neither that night,no2 the next day finding her; which dꝛave him 
ſo far beyond the compaſs of Natural continency, that if he had 
remained long in that perplexity, it would have cut off his life. 
Mhen he ſaw himſelf void of all hopes, without means how to 
find her, and aTurance that ſhe was not within the Wood, he ſat 
bimſelf down upon the earth, uttering theſe laments.

J cannot teil how to pꝛevent theſe c- 
vils, to ſit here and utter ſad Moꝛds, availeth me not, to bewail 
her eſtate, helpeth me not noꝛ to deſtroy my ſelf will benefit her: 
Should J ſit here ſoꝛ ever, J ſhould never find her, and to ſeck 
her out of this place, is to ſpend m labour without hope of anp 
comfo2t ; foꝛ J fear ſhe is dead, and then may J ſooner meet her 
Ghoſt in this place, than her body in another: Tell ſince neither 
comfo2t noꝛ counſel is left to further my hopes, J will fo2 ever 
divell in this unfoꝛtunate place, and fill the ſame with in la⸗ 
ments..

Thus he li ved in thoſe Mods many days and years, making 
every Tree a Ponument of Conſtantia's unfoztunate loſs, 
though he was often perſwaded by Piſor- who aſter wards tra⸗ 
velled moſt part of thoſe Countries in ſearch of her, but could 
never hear of her. The Emperor her Father alſo had given over

bling mourning, he came not at her. 

But the time being came, that he was Crowned King, he mar- 
ried Selia, cauſing Conſtantia, as one of her Pand-maids to at- 
tend her, Which he did out of a malicious intent only to ver her; 
but ſhe was well content to do any thing to be rid of his hateful 

love,

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love, whom the abhozred from the very depth of her Soul. But 
when he ſaw ſhe endured the ſame with ſuch patience, he again- 
cauſed her to be kept cloſely in the Ponaltery, giving oder that 
- none but Palia ſhould come at her. 

Thus did ſhe continue until ſhe began fo feel ber ſelf with 
Child by Perſicles, which dꝛove her to the uttermoſt exigent cf 
care, how to pzeſerve the Infants life; ſometimes thinking ts 
make her eſtate known to Palia ; but having ſufficient trpal of 
her wicked diſpoſition, durſt not truſt her, leſt the ſhould reveal

; Selia alſo af that time was great with Child by Helion, - both 
— at one inſtant, one in the Perſian Court, the other 

Cottage. Selia made Helion acquainted 
therewith, deſiring that ſhe might be delivered in ſome p2ivate 
place, that the Ladies of the Conrt might not know thereof," fb 
it would be to her a great ſcandal. 

Helion well knowing the nature ol the people, and in what de⸗ 
teſtable ſoꝛt they held adultery in their Queen, thought no place ſo 
fit as the Ponaſtery where Conſtantia was, whether ſhe was ſon 
conveyed; repozt being given out by the Kings command, that the 
was foz — La her heali h, departed into the Country. 

Che Queen being come into the Ponaſtery, asked fo2 Cou- 
ſtantia, who'was p2eſently bꝛonght befoze her, whom Selia now 
began to hate moztally, being jealous of her, ſuppoſing that her 
Vusband ſtill loved her; whom he uſed ſo — — 
ing her with many undecent ſpeeches, which ſhe tok molt pati⸗ 
ently, with -bziniſh tears, lamenting her mis-foztunes ; and (0 
furly pete rn oe ſelf toall that attended on her, that they 


3 * ſeeing the pꝛide of the Nueen, and in what dildainful 
ſo:t ſhe uſed her, accuſing her to be pꝛi vy to the Kings ſecret love 
to Conſtantia, and uſing her ſo baſely, and with ſuch evil terms, 
began to hate her; which Conſtantia perceived by ſome doubtful 
wa2ds ſhe gave out againſt her; whereupon finding a-fit oppo2- 
tunity, when ſhe was vered with her unkindnefs, che came to 
Palia, and ſaid, A perceive the Queen uſeth pou „ re- 
garding to uſe none well, though they give her no canſe at all; ſhe 
- likewiſe miſuſeth me, that _ in my Life offended go 
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have ben the greateſt cauſe of her god, A would gladly intreat 
«Pour aid, and withal, reveal many things unto you, that yon vet 
knew not, if J were aſſured of ydur ſecreſie, which J am the 
- mo2e fearful to reveal, becauſe they are matters of great im- 
po2tance ; but notwithſtanding, if you will vouchlafe your 
altiſtance to pity my moſt miſerable eſtate, you would do a deed 
of everlaſting merit. 0 

Palia hearing her ſpeeches, ſaid, ii J may line wiſe withaut fear 
make my mind known unto you, be you aCured that 4 do ſo 
moztally hate her, that rewards my god ſervice with ſuch dil- 
dai, that'J will not leave any thing unattempted to ver and 
tozment her: Therefoze if any Dath may aſſure you of my ſe⸗ 
cceſie, having no other means at this inſtant to give you p2of 
thereof : J vow by all the Gods, that A never-intendto reveal 
what you diſcloſe to me, but will moſt faithfully endeavour to 
pleaſure vou tomy utmoſt power. Then know (quoth Conſtan- 
ria) that J am Daughter to the Emperoꝛ of Perſia, ſometimes 
bought up in this Court, and your Queen but the Daughter of a. 
Country Swain in Perſa, that being exalted to Dignity, though 
baſely bo2n, behaveth her ſelſ thus p2oudly. A fearing my Father 
would have marryed me to Helion againſt my will, having be⸗ 
trothed my ſelk to the King of Affyria:; with whom J ſtole 
from the Court, in this Apparel of Sclia's, that is now your 
Queen; much enquiry was made foz me, but they could never 


find ine; fo2 J lived with my Lozdin this diſguiſe in a Shepherds 


boufe, until one day A milling him,Ctrayed io lar from the houſe, 
that A could not return, ſo by mis ſoztune was found. by Heli- 
on; and thus J am you fee b2zonght into this Cauntt v, either 
to my death,o2 a woꝛſer end: I am alfobig withThild,and with-

How Helion huilt an Enchanted Tower, to put Cinſtamia there- 
in, and how he was impriſoned therein himſelf in great mi- 
ſery, by the Enchantreſs la. 


]? few days after, Helion purpoſing fo effect that which he 
vowꝰ d (being reſolved to wozk the moſt cruelleſt revenge that 
might be on the Lavy Conſtantia) called all the cunningeſt 
wozkmen of his Land befoze him, asking their advice about 
building of a Calle of invincible ſtrength, which they pꝛomiſed 
to perfo2zm ; and thus they began to woꝛk. Firſt, ſcituating the 
ſame upon a Rocky Hill of great largeneſs, that was encompaſ- 
ſed with a deep Lake, and encompaſſing the- Circuit of the 
ground, with a Mall framed of the hardeſt Parble, of ſuch 
ſmothneſs without, and height, that it was not to be aſcended: 
Dver the Lake was framed a b2idge of exceeding beanty,placing 
at the entrance, two Foztifications between them, ſefting a gate 
of B2aſs, curjouſly w2onght withcarv'd Images of Lyons, be- 
ing the Arms al Arabia: Dn the midſt,- they placed a Dꝛaw⸗ 
bzidge, dzawn upon ſuch deviſes, that one man was able to dzaw 
up the ſame with ſpeed : At the farther endof the 1Bzidge, was 
builded a moſt curious w2ought Gate, garniſhed with ſtones of 
ſtrange and ſundzy colours; the entrance thereto was another 
Gate of Bꝛaſs, far exceeding the firſt : In the midft above the top 

„ was placed the foam of ſix Golden Lyons of great big- 
neſs; within this Po2ch was a large Court, encompaCed round 
with Turrets, Walls and Foztifications, within the compaſs 
whereof, an Army of Souldiers might lye Encamped. 


The next entrance, was thzee Gates of Bꝛaſs, car ved like the 
other two, over which, they built a Tower of great beauty, and 
wozkmanſhip, framed ol Adamant, cut out, and carved into the 
fazms of ſeveral Beaſts, Trees, Herbs and Fouls, the beauty 
whereof would have held the beholder in admiration : On the 
top was built four Pinacles on a Quayzant, whoſe glittering 
Uanes and car ved woꝛ k ſhined — the Dun, as ik the fame 

had 
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had been framed of beaten, Gold: Within the Tower was a 
Court, encompalled round about with moſt rich and ſtately build⸗ 
ings, having feveral dos into every building, of invincible 
ſtrength, framed all of one p2opoztion, guilded over with Gold; 
the Uſindows of an excæding largneſs and beauty, ſuppozted by 
two J vons of carved Alablaſter, guilded over with Gold; on the 
top next to the E ves, two Cherubs ſtanding in fozm of Angels, 
of carved Gold, ſuppoꝛting the Picture of a beautiful Lady; the 
Windows diſcovering the richneſs of the Chambers within: 


In the midſt of this Court, was framedaclear Fountain, with 


divers ſtreams of water ſpꝛinging from the ſame, curioully car⸗ 
ved and guilded over with Gold; the bꝛightneſs glittering with 
ſuch reflection of the Sun beams round about, that at the firſt 
entrance it would have dazled the beholders epes. At the fur- 
ther end of this Court, was a Hall of exceding targeneſs; fup⸗ 
poꝛted within with Pillars of Jeat, befet with tones of ſund2y 
colours; the Skreen being Famed of the moſt curions woꝛk ol 
carved Wood, the Roof of ſtone, whereon were coloured out the 
colours of all kind of Fruits; the Malls hung with rich hang- 
ings of Arras, containing the Viftozy of the Mars of Troy; 
In the midſt of this Yall was faſtned two Pillars, ennto 
were chained two Lyons of huge bigneſs, and great trength, 
denying all farther entrance ; the further end of the Pall was 
without any Wall at aſt, ſuppo:ted by Pillars of theſame Jeat, 
lying open in a Garden of great largneſs, which at the firſt cn- 


trance into the Hall was gloztouſly diſcerned, in which were 


made Walls, Arbo2s, Bozdersof Flowers, and the fozm of all 
things cut out in Verbs, Flowers to delight the exe, pleaſe the 


ſmell, of ſeveral foꝛms, and all things fo curiouſly w2onght, as 


was ſtrange to behold. In the midſt of this Garden ſtod a Ban- 
quetting houſe of round pꝛopoꝛtion, the foundation ſuppozred by 
tour Lyons of car ved blew ſtone, called Ayres ; the Mindolos 
round about encompaſſed the ſame, thꝛough which the 'Light 
paTed clearly without impediment :. The Pillars, Cafements, 
and other p2opoztions of fuch extellent woꝛkmanſhip, that it 
ſremed to be altogether framed ol Chꝛiſtial. On the top of this 
Hduſe, ſ:cod the foꝛm of an Angel, framedol beaten Gold, point- 
mg both his Finger towards the other Lodgings, of very rich 
building;

Helion having finiſhed this wozk, called unto him one Pen- 
thraſus, an antient P2ofeſſo2 of Negromancy, and with him a- 
lone went into the Palace, ſhewing him the ſame, and why he 
had built it; deſiring his counſel and aid to the perfozmance of 
his will, 

penthraſus being deſirous to pꝛactiſe his Art, which befoze he 
durſt not do (fo2 by the Laws of the Land, the ſame was puniſh- 
ed with death) pzomiſed by his Art, to make the ſame ſa invin⸗ 
cible, that it ſhould never be overcome by ſtrength oꝛ policy ; ad⸗ 
viling the King to bꝛing Conſtantia thither, and two Damſels 
to attend her, and attire her in Rich Dznaments. When the 
Kinghad perfo2med this, and delivered her to Penthraſus, ma- 
king a condition with him, that none but himſelf Conld be ſuf- 
fered to have entrance, he departed, leaving Conſtantia to be en- 
tertainedby Penthraſus; who led her into the Cattle, appoints 
ing her Damſels where they chould have all things neceCary, 
telling her it would be many years befo2e ſhe could be releaſed : 
After he had placed her there, he began to taſt about how to fo2ti- 
fie the fame; and dy his Art, he found that there lived in the 

art of Arabia, two mighty Gyants, of huge pꝛopoꝛtion, and 
of great ſtrength ; whom he found out; caſting tuch dewitched 
Charms upon 1 L* that they pꝛeſentip followed him to the Ca⸗ 
fe; (which he afterwards named Penthraſus's Palace) by his 
Charms and Spells, binding them to kep the firſt entrance of 
the Bridge, and by his Sozrertes guarding every entrance in 
fuch ſtrong ſoꝛt, as it was impoſſible to be overcome, . Yaving 
perko2medgvery thing acco2ving to his mind, he bꝛought thither 
his Wife, named lis, determining to ſpend the reſt of his life 
there; but within few years he fell ſick, and by his art, found the 
date of his life tobe near: Whereupon he went tothe Dzacle of 
the Heſperian Nymphs in the Deſtrt, which he was enjoyned 
unte by a Miſion he ſaw in his ſler p, to know what he Chonld do 
. thoke Charms which he had ſet upon the Caſtle, 


whole A nfwer was this. 


Penthraſis, Becauſe by thy Art thon haſt not atrempted any 
wicked alien, and to diſcloſe the Deftinies , many a Knight of 
9 2 ſundry

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ſundry ſtrange Countries ſhall hear of the beauty of Conſtantia, 
and ſhall come to try their Adventures, to ſet her at Liberty; 
but none ſhall perform it; neither will it be revealed that ſhe is 
the Daughter of the Emperor of Perſia, until ſhe be releaſed by 
the Valour of her own Son; and the manner and means how, 
is as yet hidden and unrevealed, until which time, Ila will live: 
and by our directions govern the Caſtle until the Enchantments 
be ended, He received this anſwer, he returned home, and 
within few days dyed. | 

Thus was Conſtantia encloſed, enjoying all the delights 
her heart could deſire ; but nothing could comfoꝛt her, but the 
remembꝛante of her Lozd Perſicles, foz whoſe abſence the lived 
in continual grief.

at liberty, 02 elſe to obtainof Penthraſus, to li ve foz ever in the 
Caſtte, and by extraozvinary means to obtain her love; and up⸗ 
on a time, he rode thither, determining to ſer her, where when 
he came, he found the Gate at the entrance of the 1B2idge, faſt 
ſhut, and nothing but a hoꝛn hanging thereat, faſtned to a Chain, 
which he winded, and pzeſently one of the Gyantscame to the 
dz; with whoſe ſight he ſtood affrighted, till he asked him what 
he would have? J would, ſaid he, ſpeak wifh Penthraſus. The 
Gyant bid him tome in, and ſhutting faſt the entrance, bought. 
him befoze lla, who pzeſently knowing him, ſaid, Tunderſtand 
the cauſe of your coming, which thou ſhalt never. obtain, faz 
which diſloyal thought, and other ignoble deeds, thou ſhalt never 
- depart from hence, until the Lady, which thou didſt cauſe: tobe 
encloſed here, be ſet at liberty; with that, not ſuffering him ta 
ant wer, ſhe cauſed him to be bound, and carried into a dark 
Dungeon, where he was-harvly dieted, and wozſe thꝛeatned. 

lla having him in her cuſtody, knew that none elſe was pztvy- 
ta Conſtantia's being there, cauſed. theſe Uerſes to. be. wzitten 
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in Letters of Gold, and did hang them over the outermoſt Gate, 
and by the ſame, Conſtantia's Picture, whereon the caſt ſuch a 
Spell, that all that beheld it, were in love with her. The Uer- 
ſes were theſe,

VV. per ſicles had in his heavyneſs and ſoꝛtow, wandzed 
up and daun thele wont, the fpace of thze months, and 
piſor again coming to his remembzance, upon a time they both 
met, Piſor faluting him with great ente. Perſicles ſe ing 
he was again come to his right ſenſes, a$#ked him what became 
of Conſtantia '2 Py Lozd, ſaid he, J found her in the Shep- 
herds Houfe, and told her you would pzefently return; but when 
the ſaw you ſtay ſo long, una wares to me, the went out of the 
Cottage to ſeek yon, and J ſon milling her, thought to over⸗ 
tale her, and direct her to the place where J left you ; but my 
mis-fo2tune taſted of that Ominous fruit. Then ſaid he, ſhe 
1s aſſnredly devoured by Mild Beaſts, and J ſhall never ſee her 
again, my mis-foztnnes exceed the Bounds of common miſeries; 
would J had ended 1 when J was fivit bozn, then would 
not 11 Aſſyria and Perſia have ſuch tauſe of diſcontent. 

02d, (quoth-Piſor) A cannot be perſwaded that ſhe is 
dead; but by ſome mis⸗ſoꝛtune, wandꝛed out of knowledge, 02 
carryed hence by fome tinerpected means; therefo2e, J beſeech- 
vou, bear her lyfs with patience, and in the end, J doudt not, 
but vou will hear of her ſafety. Thou giveſt me woꝛds fall of 
comfozt (Ad he) but thou haſt no ground ſoꝛ them, noꝛ can tell 
how by them to add any hope to my wzeſtleſs paſſions , foꝛ that 
the is loft, A am ſure, 02 that I ſhall never ſee her again I think: 
it is impollible, being dꝛiven to ſo hard an exigent of extremity, 
that A neither know what to do, noz whoſe aid to imploꝛe; thou! 
ſeeſt another hath ſhut me out of my Kingdom, and in my ablence 
won my ſubjects hearts from me. The Emperoꝛ of Perſia hearing 
of the wꝛong J have done him, will be my enemy,andthen there. | 
is no place of refuge left foz mebut in this place, bi * 3 
miſery. Pet my Lo2d (quoth Pifor) if I map - 
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counſel you, let us goto the Perſian Court, J, as A am, and you 
in that diſgniſe ; fo2 none but your Siſter being pzivy to your 
eſcape with Conſtantia, you may ſafely without fear, go thither, 
both to confer with Piera, and to crave the Perſians aſſiſtance; 
to eſtabliſh you in your Kingdom. | 

Perſicles was unwilling to leave thoſe Mods, where he was 
reſolved todwell foz ever; but fifiding no hope theteby to reco- 
ver her, and alſo being perſwaded by Piſor, he condeſcended to 
go with him. When they agp2oached near the Court, Piſor 
rode on befoꝛe, and entering the ſame, he ſoy found Picra,becla- 
ring to her, the mis⸗loꝛtunes that was befallen to Perſicles and 
Conſtantia ; and that he gs without the Court, ſtaping un⸗ 
til pe returned, to er with ſafety he might come to 
ſpeak with her 02 no. Piera did then p2eſently ſend foz him by 
Piſor, who bzought him into the Court, where he was welcomed 
by her with great joy; with whom he continued ſome time in 
p2ivate conference: @he counſelled him fo difcover himſelf to 
the Emperoꝛ of Perſia, and to crave his aid againſt the Arme- 
nians, who would readily aſliſt him; whereof the fold him, he 
needed not to doubt, fo2 that he had al ways ben His friend, and 
knew nat of his eſcape with the Pe inceſs, which none but her 
ſelf and Dela were pzivy to. 6 

Whillt they continned in this conference, Deloratus came 
in, and ſe ing one in ſuch habit with his Wife did mar vel who 
it ſhould be: Pier: efpyinghim, left her Bzother, and went to 
her Yusband, felling him who it was; wherewith he ran to 
Perſicles, and embzaced him in his Arms, now perfealy remem- 
b2ing him. although grief had much altered him · Alter many 
ſperches paſt, Deloratus he, and Picra, went to the @mperoz of 
Perſia; who knowing him, welcomed him With exceeding kind⸗ 
nefs. Perſicles then unfolded his mis-foztunes, and deſired his 
alliſtance, fo revenge the wzong the Armenians had done him; 
whereupon the Emperoz gave anthozity to Deloratus, to muſter 
up Douldiers, and make pꝛoviſion foz a ſpeedy March. 

This news was ſoon rumoured in the Court, and many thou- 
ſand Knights pꝛepared to aid Perſicles, whom they honoured foz 
dis valour andconcteſie, pur poſing to ſpend their liyes in his de- 
fence, that of aſudden one part of the Country was up in Arms, 
and 
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with tears, andmarty entreatits diſivaned- him, dan * gend 
not pꝛevail, his heart was ſo full tet 'thoreon.. 

Montelion now being grown to mans eſtate, hear ing thereof, 
intreated Cothanes (whom he eſteamed to be his Father, and ſo 
calted him) that he might ga with him bur he would by no 
means conſent thoveunto,. the rather becauſs his Lady: moſſ ear 
neſtly entreated him, that if he did go,, not to leave hor tomloꝛt⸗ 
leſs by taking Montelion with him; whereldze all his entreaties 
pꝛevailed nothing, but of neceſſity he was enfszced to fay, 

Cothanes being departed, Montclion tantinuen ſome days 
very penſive, being ſo much grisved in his thoughts to be left 
behind, that he rofuſod his meat; and not wi ihſtanding the many 
kindnefes. his ſuppoſed Pedher ulteo to him, he thought all 
things-troubleſoms ; which! deſire ſo much pe dailed with him, 
that furniſhing himkelk with god ſtoꝛe of money, one night con⸗ 
voyed his Pozſefoxth,- and when all theught de den ben in his 
Chamber, he was departed. 

By that time it was dap, he appzoached near the City of Ho- 
locoſs, wherein he ſtayed ſome th2#. days, until he had furniſhed- 
himſelf with Armour, which he cauſed a wozkman to frame of 
excteding god Lydian Sterk: Mis Armour being inferſet with 
foꝛms of divers Trees, and Beaſts of pureſt Gold, in his 
ſhield bearing this Device; A naked Man amongſt a- Toft: of 
Trees; the whith he ranſedto be made on purpoſe to be known, 
different from the reſt. 

Haying furniſhed himſelf in this ſozt, he left the City, and 


journped towards the Perſian Camp in Aſſyria, where he was na 


loner come, but he beheld both the Battels-joynev into a-moſt 
terrible fight; and a great number of Bouldiers on both -ſives - 
ſlatn, lying covered and beſmeared with bloody; fome withtheir 
Swoꝛds graſped faſt in their hands thꝛeatning; and others with 
a hideous noiſe bꝛeathing foꝛth their laſt Gaſps; and in the 
Camp he beheld ſome flying, others purſuing; ſome ffanding- 
kaſt in cruel conſlia, others with fierce terro2 flaying thoſe that 
were next them, ſome with hideons noiſe aninating their kei- 
tow Sonldters; and others with fear, crping, Retire, Retire: 


There he beheld both Per ſans and-Armenians intermingled, each 


faughtering other: wherewith he ſteod a while amazed, having 
ne ver 
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never befo2e beheld ſuth cruel confiits; At lait te beheld a moft 
gallant man with his 0 dzawn all cavered with'bicod, har- 

ling upand down amongſt the Armeaians, -perfozming admira⸗ 
ble dee ds of Chivalry, till at laſt he was encompalſed withſuch 
a multitude of his enemies, that it was impoſſible loꝛ him to 
eſcape, which ſight ſtirred up in Monte lion ſuch ſparks of cour- 

age, and deſire to ſuctour him, that his heart urging him to moze 
foz wardnefs than his Steed could perfdzm, and yet his Steed 
with furious pace running as ſwift as might be, ruſhed in 
among the thickeſt of them. At firſt he pierced his Lance 
thzvugh the Bodies of two that were oppoſite 'befoze him, and 
his Poſe with unſtayed courſe vverthzew others, treat ing them 
under his fot, then dzawing his Swozd, whoſe ſight dazeled 
the beholvers, till he darkncd the ſame with their blovd, de⸗ 
froying ſuch as withſtood his paſſage, full he appꝛoached the Per- 
ſan Knight, who without his appzoarch had there ended his life: 
but findinghimfelf atmoze liberty by the alliſtante of this new 
come Gallant, again redoubled his abated courage, and jopning 
themſelves both together, they perfozmed ſuch derds of Chivalry, 
as by their aliſkance, the thzonged multitude of the Armenians, 
was diſperſed, every one haſting to get from them. 

This Knight whith Montelion had reſcued, was Perſicles, 
who ſ@ing how valiantly this new-come Gallant had pꝛeſer ved 
his life, ſaid, Noble Knight, thy Ualour hath pꝛeſer ved me, ſoꝛ 
which J wil not be ungrateful ; and if thou art a friend to me, 
as thou haſt already ſhewn, ſecond me and J will once again try 
my Foztune ; with that Montelion held up his hand, fo ſhew 
he gave conſent. Perſicles with all peed haſted into the fozemoſt 
of the Battel, and Montelion followed after, making fuch way, 
that thoſe that toad to reſiſt him dyed; where being come, they 
found Deloratus, Oſimus, Pifor, Cothanes, and many gallant 
Knights in Combat, beſet with ovvs ; but that diſadvantage 
was ſoon turned to advantage by their appꝛoach, fo2 there did 
Montelion perfozm ſuch mighty Der ds of Arms, as made both 
the Perfian and Armenian Moſts admire who he was, and from 
whence he came. 

Nomthe Perfians began to gather new courage, and aſſault 
their enemies moze fiercely * hey haddone ſince they _— 
Palian 
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Palian the Uſurper of the Crotun ſeriug that, thinking to pꝛe⸗ 
vail as in times paſt he had done, calted-the chiefeſt Rulers to 
him, erhozting them to take courage to reſiſt the Enemies; up- 
on which with undaunted Spirits, they followed the Battel 
with great eagerneſs, that the Perſian Commanders were fo2ced 
to fly to their Regiments to encourage them to fight. All this 
time Montelion and Perſicles kept together, making thouſands 
of the Armenians to pay their lives fo2 Tribute unto their Con⸗ 
quering words. UWhillt they continued the fight in the. foze- 
front of the Battelz they ſuddenly heard a cry on the out-ſive , 
which when Montclion heard (not regarding to be counſtiled) he 
fet Spurs to his Yooſe and rode thither, where he found Defo- 
ratus among a great thzougof Armenians unpoꝛzſed, and fight- 


ing on fat being 'grievouſly wounded,” and againſt ſuch odos, 


that he was ready to faint, amongſt whom he ruſhed with ſuch 
fury, that he ho2ſed him again, and ſent a Guard with him to 
his Tent; then turning again towards Perſicles, he eſpyed Co- 
thanes unho2ſed,whom he knew by his Armoz,and newly byfozce 
taken P2iſoner, bat befoze they could convey him from thence, 
be began-fo cruel a fight, that with the laſs of many of their 
tives, he ſet them at liberty. | 

The. Armenians ſ&ing their Fellows thus daughtered, and 
the Enemy purſue them ſo cloſely, began to retire, and Palian 
well perceiving that he ſhould loſe that day; therefoze calling to 
bim two linigh's, one named Altheſus, and the other Petron, 
who were the ſtouteſt men in all his Army, he ſaid unto them: 
Jopn with me, and let us once again erpel theſe faint-heartey 
Cowards, with that, they thꝛer with a multitude of their chiefeſf 
Souldiers kept a head together, and fronted. that Battel 
where the King himſelf: fought,” Palian knowing him, with a 
Lance ready touched ran at him, which lighted upon his ſhield, 


and fo burſt in pteces, not once bꝛuiſing the well-tempered ſteel; 
Then Alrhefus and the reſt aſſailed him all at ante; whom he 


teſiſted with ſuch exceeding valour, continuing a ſharp combate 
with them a long time; but at length the adds pꝛoving to great, 
he was dꝛiven only to defend their ſwift blows that they made 
at him; and then he began to wiſh fo2 the ſtrange Knight that 
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By this time Montelion had reſcued Cothanes, and again got 
him Yozſe and Arms, which done he left him, and even at the 
very time the King wiſhed foz him, he came; and eſpying thꝛee 
Knights aſſailing him at once, he aimed his Swoꝛds point at 
Petrons bzeaſt who was next him, and running at him with all 
the fozce his Yozſe could poſſibly make, thꝛuſt him quite th2ough 
his body, and p2eſently alter, aiming the ſame at Palian, he ran 
it at him; and had he not avoided his encounter, he had either 
flain oꝛ wounded him, but milling him, he made at him with 
his Dwo2d with ſuch puiſſant fo2ce, that in ſhozt ſpace he gave 
him many wounds. 

King Perſicles having none but Altheſus to reſiſt, did combat 
him bzavely, who with thelike valour reſiſted him ; but in the 
end, the uſurping King finding him ſo over-matched, would 
have ofteneſcaped, which Montclion perceiving, gave him no 
reſpito to fly. 

Now the fight was moſt terrible to behold the Perſians com- 
foted by the only valeur of Montelion, running upon their 


enemies with unreſiſtable fury. 


The Armenians ſing one of their chiefeſt Champions flain, 
and their General retire, were amazed, and rather ready to fly 
than ſtand ; which animated their fors with courage to purſue 
them as long as the dap laſted Monteliou ſtill purſued Palian, 
in whoſe reſcue many of his knights interfere themſelves, and 
dyed by his Dwo2d ; and notwithſtanding tough he withdzew 
himſelf, pet Montelion followed him lo near, that he often put 
him in danger of his life, until he was ſo far paſt in amongſt 
their Troops, that he was compelled with his Sword fo mats 
his way out, in whoſe retire many dyrd. 

The night drawing nigh, whilſt the Armenians ſounded a 
retreat, Montelion had time to conſider what was beſt fo2 him 
to do, and whether it were convenient to diſcover bimſelf oz no: 
at laſt determining to depart in ſecret, he eſpyed the King hard 
by him. who of purpoſe had watched him, doubting that which 
be intended, who came unto him, and ſaid : 

Sir Anight, the kindneſs J have found in you, imboldneth me 
to deſire your company, and entreat you to accept of my Tent to 
* your ſelf i in; fo2 that I ſuppoſe you are a ſtranger, * it 
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were inconvenient foꝛ vou to journey after ſo great a labour, ha- 


ving this day defended me, that J count'my ſelf yours, and mp 


life pzeſervedby pour valotr ; therefoze deny me not, but let 
me requite your kindneſs. ; 

Montelion having heard Cothanes oftentimes commend the 
King fo2 valo2 and courteſie, and knowing how to behave him 
ſelf as well to the meaneſt as to the greateſt (being by Cothanes 
nobly educated, and of his own inclination moze apt to con- 
ceive, than they were to inſtruc) knowing him to be the King, 
ſaid : Poſt ho; oured King, J am unfitto receive the Honour 
you pꝛoffer me, and my deſerts not woꝛthy the commendations 
you give them, therefo2e J beſech vau not to attribute to me 
maꝛte than is beſitting my mean eſtte, but rather Licenſe me to 
attend on vou with all humble duty, my life and all my endea⸗ 
vours being vowed to be ſpent in your ſervice, and my ſelf ready 
at your diſpoſition. This ſaid, they went together to the Camp, 
where they were welcomed with ſhouts and rejoycings of all 
the Pcrfian Sauldiers. | 

Deloratus hearing the applaud, came fo2th of his Tent fo 
ſe what was the cauſe thereof, and eſpying the King and the 
ſt range linight together, came unta them, and they both alight- 
ed to ſalute him, but Deloratus would by no means ſuffer them 
to depart, but intreated them to lodge in his Tent that night, 
which they did not deny : Then taking Montelion in kind ſozt 
between them, entred the Tent, whereheunarmed himſelf. 

When they beheld his pouth, they wond2ed greatly thereat, 
to be accompanied with ſuch valour, both Deloratus and Per- 
ficles, uſing him with great kindneſs : P2eſently after the pꝛin⸗ 
cipal Commanders of the Camp, aſſembled themſelves together 
to their Generals Tent, to receive D2ders ; amongſt the reſt 
was Cothanes, who at the firſt entrance into the Tent, eſpyed 
his Son Montelien (his head being only unarmed) and by his 
Armour knew it was he that had ſo honourably pꝛeſer ved his 
life, hecouldnot refrain rom rejoycing: Likewiſe Montelion 
ſæing him, upon his knee entreated him fo pardon his boldneſs 
fo2 coming to the Camp without his conſent. Cothanes ta k him 
up and imbꝛaced him, which the King ſeing,ſaid unto Cothanes, 
my Friend, is this thy don 2 Py Lo2d (ſaid he) he ts my Son, 
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and he calleth me Father, and yet J am unwoꝛthy tobe Father 
ef ſuch a Don, who hath rather hewed himſelf the Don of ſome 
Peroick King, and becauſe his woꝛthineſs ſhall not be darkned 
with the ignoble Titte ot my Son, J will declare to you all that 
A know of him, indeed he is not my Don; but my Lady and 
I being one day a hunting, found him upon the Top of a Pount 
im wadling cloaths, which was ſuch as ſhewed he was not of 
mean Patentage, but of Yonourable Nate; his Nurſe as J 
poſe being diſfreffed fo want of Food, was wandzed from 
him, whoſe Carcaſs aud Cloaths we found: not far off deſtroyed 
bya von, ſiuce which time we: have with carefulneſs bzought 
hem un, eſtæming him as our own Don ; this my Loꝛd in bꝛiel 
is the — ſum of what Jknow of hint: 
They all mar velled at his wo2ds, eſpectalty Montelion, who 
wasſtruck intoſuch a dep Meditatiun, that fo2 a time he ſtod 
like one Metamoꝛphaſed. The Ring then taking him by the 
hand laid: Although J know not what Title to give vou, pet 
boʒn yon tannot be of leſs than Achle Btod, as doth appear by 
the mani feſt tokens of your Heroick diſpoſition, thereloꝛe remit 
the care of: that till hereaffer,and ſtay with us. who are com foꝛted 
with your pꝛeſence: Py Lo2d, ſaid. he, were my deſire mo2e 
great than it is, vet the deſire I have to do pou: ſervice, © would 
ſurmaunt the ſame, being iutictiy devoted to pour wo2thyneſs, 
which no deſire o reward hope ct paiſe, oꝛ wozldly reſpect hath 
ned in me, but oni the inſtiuat of Nature, that hath effectually 
engraſted the ſame into wy heart; theretoꝛe Jhumbly deſire you 
to beſtow: on me the Honour ot Unighehod, whorewith if J be 
Dignified by your vertuous hands, J ſhall remain both with 
you, andendeavour to vefervethr ſame. Perſictes: highly eft@m- 
wg hum, and kmvly embracing hum, toldhim; he ould that 
night be his Ber fellow, and the next day have his defire, With 
many other Speches they ended the night, every Ruler departs 
wg with carefulneſs ta (ct the Watches. 
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How the i Army with ee Loſs was diſcom- 
fired. 


Pt the next mo2ning, Deloratus, Perſicles, Cothanes, and 
all the reſt of the chief Commanders of the Perſian Army _ 

were allembled, who gave oꝛder that every Batftel ſhould be 
placed inſurh ſoꝛt, as if they expected a pꝛeſent aſſault, which 
being perfo2imed, Montelion was with great Triumph bꝛought 
into the field, and by the B ing was inveſted with the honour of 
Bnighthod, which when he received, the Souldiers 'gave an 
exceeding great ſhout. 

The Armenians hearing ſo great a noiſe, could not judge what 
might be the cauſe thereof, ſome cenſuring one thing, and ſome 
another.

eſt Knights in his Camp. which were Altheſus, Golgorn, Muralus, 
Lamdelion, A nights of honourable birth, great wiſdom, and ap- 
pꝛobed valour, uttering unto them his earneſt deſire of revenge, 
deſiring them with all ſpeed to tounſel him, which way to ſup- 
pꝛeſs the Enemies courage, only revived with the ſtrange - 

Knights aid; amongſt whom it was agreed to ſurpꝛiʒe them un⸗ 
awares in the midſt of their jop, that with all ſpeed they arrived 
their Foꝛces, and without the lound of either Dꝛum oz Fife, 
illued the City Gates. 

Certain Perſian Spies perceiving their intent, poſted to the 
Camp, and certified the General thereof, who gave command 
that without making any kind of ſaſpicion; they ſhould continue 
in their mirth, fo that thereby their Foes ſhould be heartned to 
their own deſtruction. Montelion with a party of Yozſemen 
veparted out of the Camp a contrary way that the Armeniags 
came, with an infent to get between them and the City, which 

afterwards came to god effect. 
'  The&rmenians thinking to make a ſudden laughter of them, 
and nat at all ſuſpecting their reavineſs to receive them; with 
careleſs 
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eareleſs haſte appzoached the Camp, running upon mn their Ene⸗ 
mies, hom they found in ſach ozderly ſoꝛt ready to receive them.

| 1 ob being thus ended, (to the terroz of one, and comfo2t 
4 of the other) the Perſians retired as Uigozs, and the Armenians 
10 half mad with grief and diſpair within their Walls, not mind⸗ 
4: ing ſuddenly toifue-out again. Perſicles and Deloratus honour⸗ 
ing Montelion with their kind 4mbzacings; and the Souldiers 
applauded their valour with great rejoycings, and every one 
( actoꝛding to their pꝛeſent occaſion) betok themſelves to their 
Charges, ſpending the day moze in joy and ſecurity than ever 
they had done.

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CHAP. XIV. 


How the Armentars ſent totwo Kings for more aid into Arme- 
nia, who were met, and one of them taken Priſoner, and of 
other accidents that befell. 


A ©:ning being come, Palian aſſembled his Counſel toge- 
A. ther, to determine what D2der fo take foz his ſecurity, 
which it behoved him to do; fo2 that all their Foꝛces were ut⸗ 


Pen 83 Poney, that he was conſtrained to keep himſelf 
City Walls, not — 3 any to iſſue ont, oʒ daring 
indeed fs do it, they were ſo ſtrictly beſieged by their Enemy. 


When they had well conſidered their eſtates, and the miſery 


they were likely to fall info, concluded to ſend into Armenia 
to tell the King, which Altheſus and one Mutellus, two Knights 
great valour, undertook the next night to perfozm. 
Moetelion being at his Tent, intending to repoſ 
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he departed. They perceiving one to follow them, and having 
gotten without the Camp, purpoſed to lay hold on him, and 
foꝛce him to declare what the Perſians intended, ſo turning back 
ts him, Altheſus offercd to lap hands on him, Soft (quoth 
Montelion) let me firſt know what you are? Me are enemies 
to thee (ſaid Altheſus) andtherefoze pield. Tell me (quoth he) 
your names? Altheſus knowing himſelf to be of great valour, 
and little thinking he would have relifted them, told him his 
name was Altheſus. Then J defie the, (ſaid Montelion) foz 
J am thy enemy, and will rather dye than yteld to thee ; then 
Altheſus dzew fo2th his @wozd, and ſtruck at him, and Mon- 
telion did the like to defend himſelf, and afterwards he offended 
them ſo much, that both cf them found much ado to ſave their 
own lives. 4 ; | 

Altheſus ſ&ing his valour deſired to know his name, which 
he fold him; which when he heard, and ſeeing Mutellus fallen, 
and faint with effuſion of blood, he thus ſaid: 

Sir Knight, at this time I cannot ſtay to end the Combat, 
for by hazarding my Life, 1 ſhall endanger the lives of maay; 
Therefore adieu till more convenient time to meet again: 
Mith that he turned his back, and Montelion ftopt ts give his 
Adverfaryb2eath, which revi ved Mutellus, but ſeeing Altheſus 
gone, his Heart was ready to dye with Grief ; He bid him be of 
god comfozt; foz his intent was, to ue him'honouradiy,: and 
pelping him up, ied him to his Tent. and callev up his own 
Eſquare to attend upon him, and diſarming him, he went pze- 
ſentlp to the Noble King Perſicles. | 

The next day Montelion cauſed Mutellus to be carried befoze 
the General, where he detlaren the cauſe at᷑ their departurt, which 
the King was glad ta hear, that by his foze-knowtevge, he nright 
pꝛevent the intention of his Enemies, but moſt of all he highly 
commended Montelion foz his chle Aa; ich had not they 
been diſcovered, it might have b2ought the Camp into 
great diſtrefs, by this means every one;growing into ſuch admi- 
ration of his valour, that they eſteemed him their only vefence and 
ſafety, inſomuch that whereſoever he went, the eyes of mul 
t ades followed him, being much delighted to behold him, Watt 
- The pꝛiſoner delired the King to appoint his Ranſom, but he 
com- 
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committed that to Moutelion, who after he had honourably feaſts 
ed him, ſent him ranſomleſs to the City, where he ſon got en⸗ 
trance, and declared the misfo2tune that had befallen him, and 
Altheſus, which turned their conceived hope ef comfo2t into de⸗ 
ſpair, and had overcome them with fear, had not ſome hopes of 
- his eſcape revived thenr. 

Many days they remained thus within the City, being ſo 
hardly beſieged, that they were out of all hopes of getting any 
vieuals, but were dꝛi ven to content themſelves with ſpare dict. 
fcanting out every Souldier and Inhabitant their allowance; 
which they continued ſo long (expecting to hear from Armenia) 
but being fruſtrated, expected nothing but miſerable famine,that 
cauſed them late in the night to aſſemble their old, weak, and 
impotent men, unable to fight, and all women and childzen, 
ercept ſome of great account, and turned them out of the City, 
to the number of ſixtecn thouſand, whoſe diſtreiſed eſtate, the 
King pityed, cauſing them to have ſufficient ſnd, themſelves 
building Cabbins to defend them from the weather. "iP 
 - Perficles ſeeing the miſerable eſtate his own Country was in 
and to what ertrenuty the people were brought, and knowing 
that this Ulurper was not able to endure, but that he and all 
thoſe within the City were ready to be ſtarved, bp the advice 
and connſel of thoſe that he maſt eſteemed;. he ſent. a Herald unto 
Palian with this Meſlage. e 407 20 
That although he had unjuſtly uſurped his Crown, and many 
other ways done him great injuries, yet pitying the miſcrabie 
eſtate he was like to bring the Citiaeus into by his Cruelty, he 
made him this proffer. : / ſ hat although he might work revenge 
by his death (whoſe Liſe was now at his mercy) he ſhould with- 
out Interruption with all his Souldiers, have free liberty to de- 
part out of Aria. fig 1 bs 

The Herald with this Pellage went to the City, declaring the 
cauſe of his coming. | 

Palian hearing this Peſſage, was puffed up with ſuch Chol- 
ler, that he returned this anfwer. ; 

That what he held was his right by conqueſt, and that he wauld 
bald, ſcozning he ſhould ſend any p2offer to him that was well 
Able to defend himſelf, as little regarding his courteous * 
er 
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fer as his malice, wiſhing him not to ſtap long, leſt his Fathers 
coming; might in ic a greater puniſhment on him than he could 
eſcthe w. Perſicles was much enraged with his diſdainful reply, 
fearing indeed, that if the Kings fo2ces were once come, it would 
be a great cauſe to lengthen out the Mars; which he earneſtly: 
deſired might have an end, that he might travel in fearchof 
Gonſtantia, fox whom his heart endured much ſoꝛrow. Being 
thus diſquieted in his thoughts, and veſirous of caſe to his reſt» 
leſs paſſions, one day amongſt many, that he paſſed over with 
penſtveneſs, he got him to a ſolitary place, and there in a ſad 
ülence, meditated upon his mis-fo2tune. 

Montelion being troubled with remembꝛance of hisunknown 
eſtate, 'choſe the ſame place to utter his pꝛivate griefs;. wherein 
the King was already ſhzdwved, and fuddenly eſpying him, be⸗ 
gan to withdzaw Himſelf,- but the King deſiring him to ſtap, 
ſaid: Worthy Knight, I perceive ſome inward care hath made 
you withdraw your felf from me; but impart your diſcontent 
to me, if not, Hear miue, for I have deſired to declare mine to 
offe on whoſe Fidelity 4 repoſe my ſelf; and you are the 
man I have elected, having had ſufficient tryal of your courteſie 
and friendſhip, that without doubting, I dare commit my ſelf to 
your ſecreſie, for your aid may (as heretofore it hath) preſerve 
me. "Py Lord, (quoth'he) J count my ſelf only foztunatein 
your love, and my heart acknowledgeth everlaſting duty to your 
Majeſtp, which bindeth me in all reverence to become pour 
Ualſal, being moꝛe ready to venture my like in your ſervice, 
than vou can imagine; ther eſoꝛe good my L 02d, fear not to im⸗ 
poſe any task upon me; fbz in pour imploping me, I ſhall ac- 
count my lelf bleſt and happy. | | | 

| thank thee good Friend, (faid the Bing) and if ever For- 
tune favour me again, 1 will requite this Kindneſs, though 
now] am plunged in the depth of ill luck, being as you fee, 
deprived of my Kingdom by the Rebellion of my own Subjetts, 
and the Tyranny of the King of Armenis : The brief diſcourſe 
whereof is this: My Father when he lived, matched my 
Siſter Picra in Parriage to this wozthy Knight Deloratus;

Helion of Arabia obtained the Emperoꝛs conſent to marry her, 
which news my Siſter ſent me. J being much troubled there- 
with, after J had repalſed my old Enemy the King of Armenia, 
in a Battel, J left the Government of my Kinadom to two of 
my Nobles;+ departed in the habit of a Palznot into Perſia, where 
within a ſhoꝛt ſpace J uſed ſuch means by my Siſters friendſhip, 
that J was in that habit without ſuſpition in her Chamber, and 
thereby had conference with. Conſtantia, and attatned her con- 
ſent, nothing remaining but only means to eſcape, which alter⸗ 
wards we effected, and travelling together, till we caue to a 
@hepherds houſe, where we were kindly welcome, contracting 
A ſolemn Marriage between our ſetves, betauſe we aurſt not be 
non ta the contrary, where we.ltv'd (one: days in quiet, in 
the mean time her Father cauſev.diligentſgarch ta he made, and 
it was Piſors chance to find us, who kept aur Counſel, and 
was dy me ſent into Aſſyria ta fetch ſume af my pwn.

by the Aſſyrians directions, divided themſel ves into two parts, 


the one to the fozemoſt entrance, and the other to a by-way, Mon- 


telion knocking at the dez, one of the Guard opening the ſame, 
and pꝛeſentiy he ruſhed in with his Swozd dzawn, killing the 
firſt, and all that came within his compaſs, The Guardians 
were ſo amazed therewith, that they were confounded in their 
ſenſes; their courages foz want of time to conſider, abated, and 
their hands with fear and trembling, not able to dꝛaw their 
ſwoꝛds, and when they had dzawn them, knew not who to reſiſt, 
foz Montelion and bis Knights were ſo like them in Armoz, and 
ſo intermingled amongſt them, that they knew them not from 
their own fellows, by which means Montelions Knights (who 
by a p2ivate mark knew one another) made ſuch a laughter a- 
mongſt them, that all the Ftooz did ſwim with blood: Some 
made means to fly out at the back do; but as they ſtepped aut 
they met death, he that followed not knowing he that went be- 
foe to be ſlain, and had they all come that way, they would one 
by one have ben deſtroyed, that in the end, by Moatclions valour, 
there was not one left alive. 

This Plot was perfozmed with ſuch expedition in the night 
time, that the rumour thereof came not to the hearing of any, ſo 
that within a Mast ſpace and little labour, Montelian furpꝛized 
Palian in his Bed, who ſœing one in Armour beſmeared with 
blood, and his Swoꝛd dꝛawn, ſtarting up, asked what he was: 
J am thy Enemy (quoth Montelion) and Friend to Perſicles : 
Thou art a Villain and a Traytor (quoth Palian) and then he 
called to his Guard, crying out, Treaſon, Treafon, 1am be- 
tray'd, Help, help. : 

Thou cryeſt in vain (ſaid Montelion) fo there is none near 
to hear ther, foz by this hand thy Guard are flain ; and thou 
ſhalt follow the ſame unto death, unleſs thou doſt ask mercy, 
foz my hands can hardly abſtain from wozking revenge on the 
Txayto2s head, thou haſt deſerved to be puniſhed withinexecra- 
ble tozments. Montelion had ſcarce made an end of his ſpeeches; 


occaͤ⸗ 
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occaſion was this: After Montelon was departed his Tent, 
his Eſquire following him, and ſ@rng him enter the City with 
ſo few in his company,ran back with all ſpeed, and told the King 


what he hadſ&n, who fearing that raſh attempt might endan⸗ 


ger his life, and hearing that he had gotten entrance into the 
City: Armed-hianſelf, calling up Deloratus, Oſimus, Piſor, 
Cotkanes, and all t he reſt of his chief Commanders of his Army, 
with the chiefeftof their Bands, to the number of twenty thou- 
ſand, and marched to the City Gates, which they found wide 
open, and being entred, and by ſeveral companies diſperſed into 
every coꝛner of the ſirets, pzeſently on every ſide, they gave an 
Allarum, which ſounded ſo terrible in the ears of all the Arme- 
mans, that like men bereft-of their ſenſes, they ran up and down 
to their own deſtruction. There did Deloratus fill his hands 
with laughter, aud Piſor with cruelty revenge his with-holden 
liberty; there did Cothanes and Oſimus, with many thouſands, 
colour pale Death with red, and there did the King Triumph 
over his Foes, his conquering fwozd wozking their deaths, that 
the City Channels ran with g92e blood, and their haſty leps 
intercepted by heaps of men that tay dead on the ground ; then 
began ſuch an out-cry as would have frighted the ſenſes of the 
molt valiant, Old men hiding their heads in their houſes, the 
Women with their Childzen, crying, wzinging their hands, 
making great lamentaticn ; the @ouldiers ready to kill one an- 
orher, not knowing whom to offend, being ignozant of the 
beginning of this Tragedy. | 

The Counſeliozs, and fuch as fat in Seats of Juſtice, with 
all haſte went to the Caſtie, wherein Palian was; where at their 
firſt entrance they found what ſad ſpectacles.of hozroz and dꝛead 
had already entred there, laying open paſſage to death; Montc- 
lions Knights (though but few) ſon laid hand on them, ſlaying 
thoſe that reliſted, and encloſing them that yielded within a 
ſtrong Tower. 

By this time Montelion had haled Palian fozth his Cham⸗ 
der, and haund him Yand and Foot, encloſing him in a ſtrong 
Jayl, where many Palefactozs were imp2iſoned, himſelf being 
his Jayloz2; and having intelligence that the King was entred 
the City, he vent his ſteps to find him out, by the way killing 
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f the Armenians, w who took him to be one of their own | Dfficers, 


by his Armour. 

At laſt be came to the Abby, where the greateſt part of the 
Enemy lay, in a large field, encompaſſed within the Wall, 
whereinto the King with thze thouſand Souldiers were befvze 
entred, making ſuch a laughter as would have grieved the heart 
of any beholder. | 

: Montelion being alone, thought now o2 never fo make fryal 

of his valour, though being on foot, vet 2 amongſt the 
thickeſt of his Enemies, who ſeeing him in that Armoz, thought 
he had been rather one ok their Chief Commanders than a Foe, 
who frantick with the fright, flaughtered them, becaule they 

were flow to kill their Enemies, which when he perteived, he 
cryed unto them, Uillains, Trayto2s, Cowarvs; why do von 
ſhun me:? J am your Enemy, a Perſian, and come to deſtrop you; 
notwithſtanding his ſpeeches, by reaſon they had no 1h with ths 
ſider what to do, they till fled-from'him, not ſo Fi 
thoughts of what he was, as with fear to come near hi 
tame within his compaſs but he dyed/; ſo that Whos 9e 

Death triumphed, andby reaſon of their flight, his 7 blows 
were ſpent in vain. 

The King and Deloratos being nigh, ftod and beheld him 
with admiration, wondzing-who it was (that they thought) 
with ſuch fur fought againſt himſelf, until he eſphed them, by 
his ſpeeches giving them notice who he was. Paving found him 
they deſired, they followed their Enemies with crnel deſtruction, 
the b2ight day diſcloſing the bloody act of that night, which ap- 
peared befoze them with ſuch agrim Aſpect, that it made terroꝛ 
from terrible, and befoze many hours of the day were ſpent, the 
Armenians were ntterly deffroyed.

V Vereas certain of the @pyes had knoluledge of the ap- 


pꝛoach of the u ing of Armenia, and bzought News 
thereof fo the Court, which ſtirred up new diſcozd amongſt 
them, fo2 then they began on all ſides to arm themſelves afreſh: 
But that was ſ@n ſtaped by the coming of -Ambaſſadozs from 
the King of Armenia, who delivered their Peſſage thus, 
perſicles of Aſſyria, The mighty King of Armenia commands 
ther to deliver his Don Palian in ſafety, whom he underftandeth 
thou haſt taken P2iſoner ; withal, he requires reſtitution to be 
made of the Crown and Kingdom of Aſſyria ; by right 
of ancient inheritance is his; otherwiſe he will bꝛi opnillant 
and invincible an Army againſt the, that ſhall waſte and con- 
ſume this Land, not leaving City, Town oz Youſes, he will 
make the Jnhabitants perpetual Band-\laves, and he will cauſe 
thee to fly, oz abiding his coming, he will take thee captive.,and 
lead thee into Armenia, where thou ſhalt remain his Uaſſal. This 
is theſum ol t he requireth, therefo2e let us ha ve anſwer. J 
will not id Perſicles, what to ſay, but thus ſay to him. Mis 
Dan is n and J will detain im, as koꝛ his 318 
uttcrly denying his falſe Title to my Crown, 
which 
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which in my abſence he ſeized unon, not by valeur, but by Trea⸗ 
chery, and tell him that J degſſignd reſtitution foz the wzong he 
hath done me and my Country, which if he deny, nothing than 
make me ſatisfacion-but his Sons death; and tell him thus: 
Let him with haſte return, leſt my fury overtake him, and ſo he 
feel the milchiel he intendeth to me, loꝛ A mean to meot him pꝛe⸗ 
fently,and woꝛk ſuch deſtruction amongſt his Souldiers, as ſhall 
cauſe them to ſeek his life foz betraping them into my hands. 

perſieles ſpoke theſe woꝛds with ſuchfury, that the AmbaſCa- 
doꝛs believed he would doit, and ſo they departed. The King 
of Armenia little thinking to receive ſuch an anſwer, but rather 
perfo2mance of his demand, was ſo enraged, that he pꝛeſently 
commanded his Douldiers to march to the City, vowing to re⸗ 
deem his Son, v2 be taken Pziſoner himſelf. perſicles alſo 
had collected a mighty Band of Perſians and Aſſyrians to met 
him, that this was likely fo pꝛove the hotteſt Battel that ever 
was fought in that part ok the Wald. 3 

In the mean time Palian was brought befoze Perſicles, who 
was ſeated upon his Kingly Thꝛone in great Pajeſty, and then 
faid + What canſt thou alledge to excuſe thy ſelf from Death, 
having rightly deſerved the ſame ? Thou knoweſt that it now 
reſteth in my power to ſctthee free, or put thee to death; which 
the juſt Heavens have inflicted upon thee, as a due puniſhment 
for thy Tyranny, | 

Jam (quoth Palian) a King as abſolute as thy ſelf, there⸗ 
foze J know thou dareſt not put me to death; which if thou 
ſhoul dit pꝛeſume to attempt, know that my Father is hard at 
thy Elbom ts revenge the ſamo, whole power thou cant not e- 
ſcape ; therefo2e J defie thee, and dare the to do the ſame; foꝛ J 
know thee to be of ſo cowardly a diſpoſition. that when thou voſt 
once come within my Fathers ſight, thou wilt run away. The 
people that ſtood by hear ing this, cryed out, Hang him up, let 
him dye, let him dye, and it was long befoze the multitude 
would be appeaſed; but at length the Ring ſaid: Traptoꝛ, das 
reſt thou utter theſe woꝛds in my pꝛelente? thou ſhalt alluredly 
dye, all the woꝛld ſhall not redem ther, and ſo commanded his 
Guard to hew him in pieces, whereupon they began to wound 
him; but Montelion ſtepping between them, and humbling — |

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ſelf upon his knee, thus ſaid: Moſt Noble King, vouchſafe to 
hear me ſpeak, and without 4 let me claim my Right: 


This Knight is my Priſoner, an put him to death without my

The Ring with great haſte roſe from his Seat and imbzaced 
Montelion, ſaying : Were if my Kingdom, my life, oz any 
thing elſe that J eitem moze than both, that you required, J 
would foz ever curſe my heart if A ſhould deny it you, fo2 pon 
have done me ſo much god, and my debt is to you ſogreot, that 


il Jlive a thouſand years, I ſhall never pay: Therefoze I give 


him freely unto vou, and his life withal. Fhumbly thank you 
(replyed he) and ſo tok his P2iſoner by the hand, and after 
humble Reverence done, he departed, to whom being alone, 
ſaid : Noble P2ince, not expecting reward, noz fearing thzeats, 
I here give you liberty. Then did he deſire him to make choice 
of his Yozſe and Armour, and arming himſelf, rodedifcourtes 
oufly away, his ſtout heart not ſuffering him to give Montelion 
thanks: Being come to the Camp, he humbled himſelf to his 
Father, who embzacing him ſaid: Py dear Don welcome; 
Then ſtrutting up and down, ſaid ; A thought that Daſtard 
Perſicles durſt not detain thee, fo2 if he had; his life had paid thy 
Ranſom, and ſhall do yet foz keeping thee ſa long: By Jupiter, 
this night will J fire the City about his ears, becauſe J know. 
the Coward dares not come fo2th to meet me. 


- - Yearing his Father thus boaſt, and knowing how unlikel; 


he was to perfozm it, ſuch a paſſion of deep conſideration, chan⸗ 
ged in him ſuch a ſudden alteration contrary to his fozmer diſ⸗ 
polition, and calling to remembꝛance how lately he was in dan- 
ger gl death, the great power Perſicles had about him, the late 
flaughter he had made amongſt his Souldiers, the courteſie ol 
Montelion, but mott of all his ingratitude towards him that 
had given him his life, thus ſaid: 

My Noble Father, not the fear of your Forces, nor. Perſicles 
Cowardize (for by kis own doom I had dy'd) ſet me at mn j 
but the courteſie of a Noble Knight who took me Priſoner 3 i 0 
when 
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when Pyſicles had appointed my Death, and the Executioner 
ſeizing on me, challenged me gg be his Priſoner, honourably 
armed me, and courts ay go; therefore I beſeech you 
withdraw your Forces, and offer. no wrong to Perſicles, who ne- 
ver offended you; the Kingdom of Armenia is as good as Afyria, 
and better, and it is better to enjoy that with quiet, than both 
that and this with diſcontent ; if not for that, yet for this, [ 
humbly intreat you to conclude a Peace with Perſicles for your 
own ſafety, for his power is too mighty to. be ſubdued by thefe 
ſmall Forces you have brought, he is now allyed to the Perſian, 
who is yet no Enemy, but wholly your Friend; but if, theſe 
Wars continue long, he will prove your Mortal, Foe ; if you ga 
forwards, I muſt tay behind, for it were a great diſhonour tor 
me to fight againſt him that hath ſo honourably ſet me at liberty; 
if you ſhould be overcome, how much would it endanger your 
life? and if your life were in danger do you think we could eſ- 
cape ? Beſides I. will ſubmit my ſelf into the hands of your ene- 
mies, or rather ſpill my own blood before your fate; than live 
to ſee ſo diſmal a day; therefore l humbly deſire you to conclude 
_ a Peace, « 

The M ing heard out his ſpeeches with ſilent verations, being 
ſa inwardly enraged, and with deſire of thirſting after revenge, 
that his heart was ready to burſt with malice ; but at laſt being 
moll iſied rather with delpair of vico2y, than of yielding to his 
ons requeſt, he ſaid; Let it be as you would have it; foz this 
time vou ſhall over-rule me | 
Noodle Father (quoth he) Jknow to conclude this Peace will 

turn to dur everlaſting god, and pour own content; Perſicles 
is hondurable, and ne ver offended pon, and J know he will em 
bꝛace it, therefoꝛe J deſire you; let it be concluded with your free 
conſent, whereupon he gave his conſent ; willing him to con⸗ 
clude what he thought god. Lt +: 

Palian mounting himſelf, ſet ſpurs to his Yozſe, with all ſpeed 
riding towards the City, where he met with Perlicles's mighty. 
Band of'Sculdiers, and deſiring to ſpeak with Montelion, he 
kindly embꝛated him, yielding him e many hearty thanks, with 
fluch tourteſie love, and carneſt affection, with many earneſt vows 
- lo; pꝛeſer ving his lite, that Montelion wondzed at the ſudden al⸗

hun in his Kingdom till the time perfired, they parted, 
to the City, and the King with his Army to Armexia: 
| P 
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teration in him, that — was ſo rude and — moſt 
lovingly embꝛaced him: unfold the cauſe of his com⸗ 
ing with ſuch — Montelion to joyn with 
him to conclude the peace, that he pꝛomiſed him alliſtance, ſo 
they went both unte the Ring. 

Palian delivered the Peſlage with humble re verente, and Per- 
ſicles with as much courteſte received it, and ſo effectuatly was 
this w2onght, that the peace was accepted, and both the Armies 
meeting tn the Field, inſtead of blows embzaced each other, and 
both the Kings ſaluted each other, firſt in range ſoꝛt, but after- 
wards with moze familiarity. After many. ſpeeches -on both 


ſides, Perſicles accuſing him of wzongs , and he ſtill alledging 


the contrary, but Palian laboured earneſtly to conclude the Peace, 
pet the Battel was like to jopn, and oftentimes they'both grew 
to great rage, which by Montelion's and Palian's perſwaſions 
was concluded. Gꝛowing to this conclaſion- a Peace was ra- 
tified fo2 two years, in which time Ambaſſadozs ſhould be ſent 
to the Emperoz of Perſia, and the King of Macedonia, to en⸗ 
treat their Royal aſſiſtance to make an end of this Controverſie. 

icles's heart could hardly endure to pield fo his Foe ſo far, 
02 abſtain himſelf from revenge, oꝛ appoint his rightful eſtate to 
be determined by the doubt ful cafe of Arbifrement, in his heart 
duſdaining his enemy ſhould have ſo much ſcope limitted him, as 
though he had intereſt at all in his Kingyom , but rather that

Paving taken the U ing of Armenia's Oath, not fo ne

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mind was linked in ſuch admiration of Montelions Wertnes, 
that he humbly entreated hig leave to bear him com- 
pay but he denyed him, eng him greatly with bitter 
terms; yet notwithlfanding within few days after he departed 
in diſguiſe. The King would have ſent after him to have ſtaid 
him, but his Nobles perſwaned him to the tontrar p. 

Palian being arri ved at the Adyrian Court, declared fo Mons 
telion the cauſe of his leaving bis Fathers Court, which was 
with no other intent (he ſaid) than to-enjoy dis company, and to 
do Perſicles ſervice ; which pꝛoteeded not from any coloured diſ- 
ſimulation, bat from the depth of a conſtant reſolution. Such 
an alteration had Mootclioos vertnes and his Fathers tyranny 
wzought in him, that he admired the one, and abhozrev the 
other, vf which he gaveſuch manifeſt tokens; that Perſicles had 
no cauſe to misdoubt him, no2 Moutelion to cefuſe his famili⸗

more ſully her ſight and company: Fortune and my (elf fo favou- 
ted him, that 1 eſteemed ſo well of his company, that I did think 
my ſelf not well when he was from me:he on the other ſide ſcem- 
mg ſo much to effect me, that I admired his kindneſs. All this time 
he inſinuated himſelf into Mifata's company, ſhe alſo eſteeming (6 
honourably of him, that by reaſon of the love between him & me: 
and her little ſuſpect of his di dealing, ſhe always admitted 
him into her company, and uſed him fo familiarly; that ſhe made

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not ſhew love to her, ſeeing indeed her vertue to be ſuch, that 
he did think it impoſſible to attain it; thinking it better to live 
in Silence, and enjof her company, than by uttering his affection 
to de deprived of all comfort Upon a time (as he did) there arri. 
vechat my Caſtle another Knight, named Palleſug, who in the 
ſame manner as he had done, ſurſeited on Alſala g Beauty, and 
was admitted to mine and Amphiado2 s company, both eſteem- 
ing well of him for many honourable qualities that he was endu- 
ed withal ; as little ſuſpecting Amphiadoz's love as he did his, 
nor l, nor Alſala once thinking any ſich matter, for that our 
kindneis bred to us ſuch familiarity as many paſſionate and 
amorous actions might be acted, and yet no way ſuſpected. 
Thus did I live in great content ſome two years,fpending my 
time in Hawking, Hunting, and other paſtimes, as void of diſquiet 
as heart could wiſn, thinking my (elf happy in their kindneſs, hut 
moſt in Alſala's beauty: the) with coloured courteſie (ceming to 
live by enjoying my company and familiarity, and ſhe as much 
as I eſteeming them for their love: But at laſt this pleaſant Sum- 
mer beganto turn toWinter,and our ſweet content todiſcontent; 
far-Palleſugslove burſt into a flame, which he was unable to re- 
ſtrain, that in ſecret he gave Alſala knowledge thereof, which was 
as horrid to her hearing, as ſor one to hear that he hath drunk 
poiſon: but notwithſtanding,her mind being-endud wich vertue 
courteſie, in kind ſort reproved him, wiſhing him not to proſe- 
cute any ſuch matter, for the would never yield thereto ; not- 
withſtandingher courteous denial, bredyn him no remorſe, but 
rather hope of comfort, that continually hie * 
bred much trouble in her rind, that whereas ſhe was before de- 
lightfulSpleaſant,ſhe became ſo melancholy and ſad, that 1 ad- 
miredſat it, but I could not ſearn the cauſe thereof thinking it had 


been ſomeSicknels, rather than trouble of mind: Being long thus 


troubled with his love, ſne began to de viſe ho to be rid ofit, that 
ſoit might not come to my knowledgegfarhervertuous love made 
her lothᷣ to diſquiet me, relying upon Amphiado2's vertues, ſhe 
thought by his aſſiſtanes to rid her (IF ofPalleſus, therefore on a 
time being with him in ſecret, the told all the circumſtance to 
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ſuch diſhonour, Amphiadoz's heart was ſuddenly poſſeſt with a 
jealous conceit againſt the faid Palleſus; but he meant by that 
means to atfain his deſire, and coming to Palleſus he told him 
what Allala had made him privy unto, not diſſwading him, but. 


| counſclling, him to perſiſt therein, promiſing he would by all 


means he could further the ſame. Palleſus was ſomewhat cm- 
forted therewith, and ſhe was more chearful, hoping by -Amphi: 


dos means to be rid of his Love. | 
--Amphiadoz one day being alone with mein my Forreſt, firſt u- 


ſong many entreaties to me to be ſecret, and binding me by ma- 
ny oaths not to declare it to any, he told me that Palleſug did 
make love toAlſala,and that it was likely ſhe would yield there- 
to, giving me notice that they oftentimes met in ſecret), and 
withal, giving me counſel to note their glances and behaviours; 
and 1 ſhould find that ta be true, which I lealt thought of, pro- 
teſting that meer love to me in regard of my honour, and his own 
duty, bound him to diſcover it, which otherwiſe he would. never 
have revealed: with this my. mind was much diſquieted, but I 
would not too raſſily give credit to his ſpeeches, before I had 


|. obſerved their behaviour ſametime; which I found to be ſome- 


what familiar, of deep affection on his part, but on hers with 
a contrary intent, leſt her countenance bewray his love to me, 
which ſhe knew would breed my diſquiet. By reaſon of Amr: 
phlador's perſwaſion, who continually augmented my ſuſpicion 

then began to ſuſpect them, and grew to extream jcalouſie, 
aſſuring my ſelf they dealt diſloyally with me; purpoſing to 
work revenge againſt them: but then he began to perſwade me 


not to condemn them without maaifelt proot, as much perſwa- 


ding me not to think fo, as before he had done to perſwade me 
there: o: nothing then could alter my mind, my vehement diſ- 


| quiet. wauld not ſuffer me to reſt, nor to find his deceit. One 


day being alone 1.complained againſt my hard fortune and her 
diloyalty, and in the. midit \ Tay complaints he found me 
out, intending, by my overthrow. to work his deſire. 1, ſecing 
him near me, after ſome conference, 1, deſired him to counſel 
me the beſt way to, ſalve theſe evils, to be aſſured of the truth;

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loth to accuſe her with juſt proof. If (ſaid he) I may then 
counſel you, thus would 1 adviſe you to do; The King is now 
fick, and hath ſent for many of his Nobles to come to him, ſay 
you alſo, that you have received Letters from him, and that 
ou muſt three days hence depart to the Court, by this you 
dall find ont the truth thereof, and at the time of your depar- 
ture deſire Palleſngto bear you company, which if he refuſe, you 
may then judge of him accordingly, my ſelf will then accom. 
pany you to myCaſtle, wherein you ſhall remain in ſecreta while, 
d 1 in a diſguiſe unknown to any, will return, and will care- 
ally note their behaviour at all times to find the truth thereof. 
I liked well of his counſel, and followed the fame, making my 
departure known to Alſala, who with a heavy heart lamented to 
hear of my abſence, which then (by reaſon of my ſuſpect) I e- 
ſteemed to be diſſimulation.: Amphiadoz in the mean time went 
to Palleſus, and told him by reaſon of ſome conceit or ſuſpiciun I 
had lately conceived, he would carry him with me to the Court, 


and therefore willed him to be abſent at that inſtant. The time 


of my departure being come, I thought to find him, but he 
was gone, which augmented my ſuſpicion to a reſolution, but 
intending to try the utmoſt of all, and truſting to Amphiadoꝛ x 
faithfulneſs, I went with him unto his Caſtle, ſtaying there three 
days: in the mean time, (I thinking he had been returned to 
my Caſtle) he went to an Enchanter named zafus, and 
brought him to my Caſtle, ſhowing him Philotheta , promiſing 
dim that if he would but work means to rid me away, ſo that 
I might never return, vhen ſhe came to years to produce her to 


conſent to his Love. Pont hꝛalus at the firſt ſight liked the prof }- 


fer, and promiſed: to undertake the fame, taking a ſolemn 
Oath never to diſcover it. Now fearing leſt ſome (ther ſhould 
prevent him, and to avoid his Wives ſuſpicion, who had great 
knowledge in. Necromancy, and often by her skill croſſed his 
practices, and. withal unwilling ts be guilty of my blood; after 
I was delivered to him, he brought me to this place, caſtic 
charms upon me, that I ſhall never be releaſed, — when he 


done, he told of Amphiadoꝛ s practice againſt me. I then entre 
ted him to releaſe me, promiſing to fulfill whatſoever Amphlat 1 | 
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had promiſed him, but nothing could prevail, for he told me he 
had by a ſolemn oath bound him to — — he could not 
break, for if he did, by that he ſhould loſe the vertue of his art. 
Then did 1 lament my misfortunes with bitter exclaims, but 
he told me it was in vain, and ſo departed ; here did I live ma- 
years paſt hope ofall Comfort, thinking to end my days in 
tis place without ever hearing of them again; but at laſt Pen- 
us came to me again, rehearſing the ſequel of this Hiſtory 
ng. 

Amphiadoz being ſure enough of me; returned to my Caſtle, 
and coming to Allala, told her that the day after — from 
thence, Palleſug had ſet upon me with an Ambufk of men, and 
ſo llain me, telling the ſame with ſuch proteſtations and proba- 
bility of truth, that ſhe could not chuſe but believe him, coun- 
ſelling her in ſecret to apprehend him, and caft him in Priſon; 


| Alſala hearing this, had much ado to keep life within her, having 


ſcarce breath enough tocommand her ſervants to apprehend him 
whilſt Amphiadoz laboured with ſuch as were about her to keep 
life in her. | 

The rumour of my death was ſoon ſpread abroad, and my ſer- 


| rants believing the ſame;tfome poſted to the Court fome ſearching 


for my body, none finding me ahve or dead,for which Amphia= 


do} had ſtill an anſwer ready to ſatisfie any doubt. Palleſas hearing 
that it wasAmnphiado? 


accuſed him, & for no leis matter than my 
death( as he might well) denied the ſame, and often entreated At: 
fala to let him be brought to his tryal. But being over · ſwayed by 


. Amphiadozs perſwaſions, and being before troubled with his love 


whereby he ſought to diſhonour me that was his friend; which 


dred a perſwaſion in her that to attain that, he fought my life, and 
wauld give no credit to him, but he ſhauld dye, & within few - 
days, after, ſhe apparrelled her ſelf, her Servants, and all her At. 


tendants in mourning weeds, and departing to the Court craved 


guſtice of the King againſt Palltſus tor murdering me. The King 
told her ſhe ſhould have ju{tice;whereupon Palleſug was brought 
before the King, and there accuſed by Amphiadoz;healtedgingzall 


the falſe accuſations he could, and the other ſtih pleading his in- 


; macency, that in the end Amppiado deſired. the King to grant 
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him a Combat againſt Pafleſus, which ſhould end the doubt of 
all the controverſie: ſo the King granted it, and appointed a day 
for the Tryal: in which violent combat, cruel fortune ſo orde- 
red the iſſue: that Naſteſug was ſlain, and all men accounted him 
guilty and me dead, yielding much honour to Amphladoz, and the 
King in recompence of his ſuppoſed loyalty to me, and for that 
ayed without an Heir, created him Duke of Ila, yet reſerving 
the Living to Alſala during her life: this done, Alſalg returned 
towards Ila, and Amphiadoʒ with her very ſore woundzd; of whom 
ſhe had a ſpecial care, tendring him as her ſelf for the love he had 
ſhewed her. in becoming her 1 og in revenge of my death, 
Aſter he had recovered his wounds, he-continned many days 
with her; not once mentioning any love to her, ſeeming with her 
to lament my loſs: but all things in time were out of mind, fo 
did her ſorrow for me, and ſhe began to conceive well of him, 
which he perceiving did —_— his love with ſuch ſucceſs 
that in the end he married her: which when Penthzaſug.Ueclared 
to me it ſtruck my heart with deadly grief, then 1 deſired him to 
releaſe me from this miſery. Neither (ſaid Penthzaſuts) do I 
intend to claim the performance of ſado28 promiſe, for Phi- 
lotheta is fair, chaſt, and vertuous, neither will I reveal this ſecret 
to any but your ſelf; nor ſhall you depart frem hence till the time 
ofthe Enchanted Tower be ended, built by Helion, in which he 
hath ſhut Conſtantia Daughter to the Emperor of Perſia; and be- 
trothed wife to Perlicles King of Afllpria, who ſhall be the firſt 
Knight that ſhall arrive in this place, neither ſhall the Enchant: 
ment be ended by any but the Son of Perſicles begotten of Con: 
ſtantia; for (quoth he) the date of my life is at an end, and at ſuch 
time as Perſicles arriveth here, will him to return into Aliyria to 
eſtabliſh his Kingdom in peace; for it will be in vain for him to 


be by his own Son. When he had ſpoken theſe words he vani- 
ſhed,appointing me to a certain bound which I cannot paſs, not 
any yet come into but only your ſelf, which aſſureth me that you 
are Perſicles, and Travel in ſearch of Conſtantia. 

Pou have (aid Perſicles) filled my heart with fear, hope, and 
tomkott, the one ſiriving to overmaſter the other; 9 — 
| nchanttt 


ſpend his days in travel to redeemher, the finiſhing whereof muſt 
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Enthanter dillenibled, koz that J have as yet no Son, noz never 


ſpall hade by Conſtantia; for ſhe being Cill enchanted, how ſhall 


Jattaln her company? yet again, Þ am ſomewhat comfozted that 


he could as well tell who ſhould finiſh the Enchantment he had 


made, as my coming to this place, fo2 J am the moſt fozlo2 King 
of Aſſyria that ſhall never enjoy comfozt till ſhe be releaſed, which 
doubt perſwaderh me will never be; fo2 if J muſt now return into 
Aſſyria, how ſhall J hope to find comfort ? Pet be of god tomfoze 
(qoth he) fo2 hope hath pzeſerved my life many years, aſluring my 
felf, that Penthraſus told me nothing but truth: why ſhould you 
deſpatr-mo2ze-thenJ,ſince both aur comfozts reft on her releaſe? But 
attozding ts his counſel travel no further, ſo2 it were in vain to 


dothat which can pield no hope of comfoyt. 


In doing lo (ſaid he) J ſhall diſhonour myſclf,+ leave my Friend” 
ankindly,whoſe dcſerts hath bound my life,torequite his love, vvho' 
hath only foz my ſake undertaken to travel in ſearch of Conſtantia,. 
the cauſe of vohole departure ſrom me, vvas in ſearch of pour 
daughter Philotheta, that is reputed to be Daughter to Amphiador, 
who was this day Golcn from lla, by the Gyants, then he declared. 
how they came to the knowledge thereof. 

It did him god to hear that ſhe was living, lo that he rejoyted 
greatly thereat ; withal, enquiring of him what Knight that was 
who was gone in her reltue. Perſicles then ſaid, it were to tedi- 
dus to make recital of him, ko then J Gould rehearſe the diſcourſe 
df my misfoztunes. Were it not roubleſome (quoth the Duke) 
J would deſire to hear them. To require your kindneſs, (ſaid he) 
J will rehearſe the ſame, which per J have kept from all men but 
Montelion: with that he declared all from the beginning of his 
firſt love to that hour, which when he heard he wondzed who that 
Knight Montelion ſhould be. 

The night being ſpent in this diſcourſe, and byighrPhebus ſhi⸗ 
ung on the Deſart, he knew not what was beft, either to depart⸗ 
N tap; but at laſt being perſwaded by Delatus, he tok his leave 
E him with many courteous farcwels, and mounting himſelf on: 
hoxſeback, he departed directly towards the Kingdom of Aſſycia, 
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Ofa Combat Montelion ſought againſt three Gyants: And how 
he reſcued Philotheta, and what befel them in the HermiisCell. 


Aontelion being parted from Perſicles, haſted with moze 
than ozdinary pace after Philotheta, and overtok them 
about the ſetting of the evening, running at the hindermoſt 
with lo fierce a Carrer, that he overturned him with his heels 
upwards, and was charging ſo violently againſt the ſecond, that 
had he not avoided the point of his Lance, he had ſeconded his fel: 
low. Then he that was overthzown went towards Monteli: 
on, offering: ſuch a forcible blow at him that had he not ſpurced 
his Sted to” avoid him he had either lain Him 02 his Hoyle : 
But Montelion knowing it better to fight on for than on hoſe: 
back alighted; whilſt rhe Gyant came towards him again, think 
ing at one blow to beat him in pieces ; the other two ſ&ing | 
him on fot, went away laughing; but the Gyant miſting lis 
aim by reaſon of Montelion's nimbleneſs, wag ready to turn a- 
bout with the fo2ce of his blow; in which time 1 
within him and thzuft his Cwozd Co far into his body that he 
down dead. The other ſ&ing that, one of them came running 
back to reſtue him, whom Montelion ſon eſpyed, being ready 
to receive him. The Eyant ſ&ing his fellow dead thought at 
one blow to end Montelion's life, that he ſtruek at him with all 
his fotce, but he avoided his blow, not yet daring to come with 
in him until he was ſomewhat our of bꝛeath, being furious fo ve: 
venge, but moze mad to mils ſo many blows, he ſtruck lo full and 
violently at Montelion that his maſſy Club ſturk in the earth, and 
whilſt he laboured to pull it out, Montelion ſtrutk him Co full 
& blow on the arm; that he cut the ſame quite off, where he gabe 
tuch a groan that all the place rung with the noyſe thereof run⸗ 
ning away as faſt ag he could towards Montelion's HozCe whom
